Originally 
from Minnesota, Dr. Cole re­ 
ceived his bachelor-of-arts degree 
from the University of Minneso­ 
ta, and his doctorate from the 
University of Denver.

Previous positions held by Dr. 
Cole were as psychologist at Los 
Angeles County Juvenile Hall and 
the Metropolitan State Hospital

in Norwalk. He has taught psy­ 
chology at U,SC and the Univer­ 
sity of Denver. In addition to 
his position at the clinic he is 
engaged in part-time private 
practice.
